Jan. 22.- Disapprov­ 
ing both the Sterling and Graham 
sedition bills. Attorney General Pal- 
j mer, in a letter to Chairman Camp­ 
bell of the house rules committee, 
proposed 
a new measure, 
which 
would provide fines not exceeding 
$10,000 and imprisonment of not 
mole than 2*» years for persons at- 
, tempting to overthrow the govern­ 
ment, or acts of violence against 
the government, or its employes, 
while in discharge of their official 
duties. 
The measure also would prohibit 
writings or teachings, which con­ 
stitute sedition. 
The hill 
says 
that “whoever with intent to levy 
war against the United States or 
to cause the change, overthrow or 
destruction of the government iii 
any of the laws, or authority there­ 
of. or to cause overthrow or de­ 
struction of all forms of law, or 
organized 
government, 
or to op­ 
pose, prevent, hinder or delay exe­ 
cution of any law of the United 
States, or the free performance by 
the United States government, .or 
any act of tcrroism, hate, revenge 
or injury against the person, or 
property against any officer, agent 
or employe of the United States 
shall be deemed guilty of sedition.” 
The Graham 
bill provides 
the 
deatti penalty in cases of loss of 
life due to active violence against 
the government, and these provi­ 
sions have been attacked as too se­ 
vere. The Sterling bill is attacked 
because it was said it would set up 
a press censorship in peace times. 
The letter of Mr. Palmer was read 
after Samuel Gompers had assail­ 
ed the Sterling and Graham meas­ 
ures, which, he declared, would op­ 
press all classes of labor and stifle 
any move to change the constitu­ 
tion. 
Even moral force such as organi- j 
zation by orderly mass meetings, 
he said, would be punishable.

“We deplore the fact that the 
United States senate has not rati­ 
fied the treaty of peace and adopt­ 
ed the League of Nations. 
The 
conditions which preceded and led 
up to the world war were intoler­ 
able. and it remains for liberty-lov- 
loving people to prevent recurrence 
of these conditions by an agree­ 
ment between nations. 
“Ample machinery has long ex­ 
isted in this arid other countries to 
arbitrate and adjust differences be­ 
tween individuals, communities and 
states, but it remains for the Unit­ 
ed States and other nations by con­ 
certed action to provide necessary 
machinery, so far as humanly pos­ 
sible, for the adjustment of inter­ 
national disputes without war. 
“With 
the League 
of Nations 
adopted it will not be necessary to 
again send our boys across the seas 
to suffer and die, because no nation 
will act in defiance of the. agree­ 
ment of the leading nations of the 
world for the arbitration of dis­ 
putes without war. 
No claim is 
made by anyone, or ever has been 
made, that the League of Nations 
is perfect, but, like the constitu­ 
tion of the United States, as origi­ 
nally 
adopted, 
it may 
require 
amendment, as experience develops 
the necessity of changes/’

The significance of the vote was 
generally interpreted in the lob­ 
bies of the chamber to mean that 
the Millerand cabinet cannot last 
as now constituted and ,'that the 
premier will have to replace M. 
Steeg at the ministry of the inter­ 
ior or the cabinet 1 will be over­ 
thrown on the first question involv­ 
ing the interior policy in a question 
of confidence. 
Many of the deputies who ab­ 
stained from voting told the Asso­

The charges of M. Daudet against

The opening speech of Premier 
Millerand was respectfully listen­ 
ed to, but with M. IJaudet’s bitter 
attack on M. Steeg the chamber 
became extremely noisy and un­ 
ruly. 
The cabinet’s initial bow to the 
public was made amidst conditions 
which caused many to predict that 
its life would be short.

idity that at one time seven of 
them lay on the desk of Speaker 
Raoul Peret. 
Premier Millerand, 
adding the question of confidence 
in the cabinet, finally accepted the 
order of the day submitted by Dep­ 
uty Dumostii, reading: 
“The chamber, 
approving 
the 
government’s declarations relative 
to the choice of ministers of the in­ 
terior and rejecting any addition, 
reverts to the order of the day.” 
The chamber was in an uproar 
and Speaker Peret threatened to 
suspend the session. Prince Murat 
and M. Daubet exchanged caustic 
personal remarks across the floor 
of chamber, with members of the 
extreme left, amid pandemonium.

Her first adventure of 
note was when she wras ordered to 
cut the cable between Santiago de 
Cuba and Kingston, Jamaica. Run­ 
ning up until she was under the di­ 
rect fire of the guns of Morro Cas­ 
tle, American gunners sent back 
shot for shot and succeeded in 
silencing all but the mortar batter­ 
ies of the fortification, while sail­ 
ors were fishing out and cutting the 
cable line. 
On June 13, 1898, she captured 
the British freighter Twickenham 
which was taking a cargo of coal 
into Santiago, presumably to be 
used for the Spanish fleet. She was 
off that port when Admiral Cervera 
made his dash for the open sea, 
and she brought to Portsmouth, N. 
H.. the captured Spanish Admiral 
and 746 members of the crews of 
his defeated fleet. 
In 1917 when the United States 
joined the war against Germany, 
the St. Louis was one of the first 
American passenger ships to be 
armed and to defy the German sub­ 
marines and mines. She had many 
narrow' escapes, and once was ac­ 
tually hit by a torpedo, but without 
serious damage. 
She carried to 
and 
from France 
thousands of 
American soldiers and she was one 
of the last ships to be released 
from war duty to return to 
suits of peace.

PERMITTED TO DRILL 
FOR WL IN MEXICO 


Washington, Jan. 23.—President 
Carranza bas granted provisional 
permits to American 
petroleum 
producers to resume oil drillings 
suspended in November, the Amer­ 
ican Association of Petroleum Pro­ 
ducers in Mexico announced last 
night on the basis of advices from 
the City of Mexico. 
Petition for the permits, which 
was made to the Mexican govern­ 
ment early this month by the pe­ 
troleum producers, specified that 
the permits would be acepted with 
the understanding that they wrould 
continue in force only temporarily 
or until enactment of new oil leg­ 
islation by the Mexican govern­ 
ment. 
It was provided in addition 
that the issuances or acceptance of 
the permits would not be 
con­ 
strued as compromising either the 
rights of the oil companies or the 
Mexican government in a future 
permanent settlement of the con­ 
troversy.
